Tom Gill, forester, explorer, and 
author of 17 books, has made an initial 
grant of more than $400,000 toward 
the endowment of an academic chair, 
in memory of his wife, at the School of 
Medicine. 

It will be known as the Vivian Gill 
Chair of Epidemiology and Environ- 
mental Health. Dr. Jack W. Millar, 
head of the newly established EEH 
department, will assume the first 
professorship. 

The Gills’ long association with their 
friend and physician, Dr. Walter A. 
Bloedorn, former GW medical dean, 
seriously influenced their concern for 
medical training and assistance.

TO HELP GOVERNMENTS 
IMPROVE EFFICIENCY 

GW will conduct a series of pilot 
projects across the country to help state 
and local governments improve their 
economic performance. Emphasis will be 
on the application of modern budgeting 
techniques, based on systems analysis. 

The program has been made possible 
by a $300,000 grant from the Ford 
Foundation to the University. 

Known as the 5-5-5 Project, it will 
be conducted in five states, five coun- 
ties, and five cities. They will be aided 
in initiating or expanding planning-pro- 
gramming-budgeting (PPB) systems and 


in evaluating results. 

The grant, announced in June, will 
be administered through GW’s State 
and Local Financial Project, directed 
by Dr. Selma Mushkin. 

PPB systems were pioneered in the 
Defense Department in 1961. They are 
being adopted by presidential order in 
other major Federal departments. 

Dr. Mushkin said a long-range objec- 
tive of the program is to ‘‘strengthen 
cooperation among all levels of govern- 
ment in seeking rational and efficient 
allocation of public resources.” 

The five states involved are California, 
Michigan, New York, Wisconsin, and 
Vermont. The cities are Dayton, Ohio; 
Denver, Col.; Detroit, Mich.; New 
Haven, Conn.; and San Diego, Calif. 
The counties are Dade (Fla.), David- 
son (Tenn.), Los Angeles (Calif.), 
Nassau (N.Y.), and Wayne (Mich). 


WILL SET UP CENTER 
TO AID HANDICAPPED 

New and improved educational ma- 
terials and practices for the handicapped 
will result from a Special Education In- 
structional Materials Center being es- 
tablished at GW. 

The Center, funded by a $194,940 
grant from the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion, will serve Washington and five 
middle Atlantic states. The director is 
Raymond S. Cottrell. 

The Center will be a clearinghouse 
and a resource for curriculum materials, 
learning aids, and other audio-visuals 
used to instruct all types of handicapped 
children. In addition to library facilities, 
the Center will provide demonstrations 
of materials. Evaluation of classroom 
learning and programs will be de- 
veloped. 


WILL DEVELOP MODEL 
SCHOOL SYSTEMS 

Answers to questions about the im- 
pact of new educational technology will 
be sought in a research project sup- 
ported by a $58,000 grant to GW 
from the Office of Education. 

Dr. Joseph Margolin will head a 
team of about 20 educators, scientists, 
and administrators who will develop 
approaches for model educational sys- 
tems for the 1970’s in which computer- 
assisted instruction, programmed learn- 
ing materials and_ instructional 
television will be significant factors. 

The researchers will then investigate 
the impact of such systems on the teach- 
er, administrator, and student.

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CREW, TENNIS TEAMS 
FARED BEST IN 66-67 

The Crew was the most successful 
of eight GW varsity teams in 1966-67, 
based upon its 4-1 won-lost record. 
The Crew was runner-up in the Metro- 
politan Washington Championships and 
was ranked seventh in the Dad Vail 
Regatta. 

The Tennis team recorded the most 
wins, 11-6, and led the Spring Sports 
program to an overall 28-25-1 record. 

Although the Colonials did not win 
a Southern Conference Championship, 
the Tennis team finished second and 
the Soccer team was runner-up to West 
Virginia. The Football team placed 
fourth as did the Rifle team. 

Based upon individual recognition, 
locally, within the conference and na- 
tionally, this was a banner year. 

Perhaps the season’s top achievement 
was the placing of six men on the 
Academic All-America list with Jimmy 
Barton, Richard Hester and Tom Metz 
representing Football and Joe Lalli, Ed 
Rainey and Dick Ellis representing the 
Basketball squad. 

The Soccer team, in its second season 
as a varsity sport, placed five men on 
the All-Southern Conference team. Ernst 
Bonhomme was voted the MVP award 
as the Colonials lost the Championship 
to West Virginia in a 1-0 game. 

Joe Lalli, a .417 hitter, was voted 
the best shortstop in the South with 
his selection to the All-District III 
team after receiving the same honor 
within the conference. Lalli also led the 
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nation in stolen bases. Jimmy Snyder 
was voted All-Conference honors as a 
catcher, and Bill Pacella with a 1.27 
ERA ranked among the top 20 pitchers 
in the nation. The Baseball team fin- 
ished the season with a three game 
winning streak, all against Washington 
area opponents, in Coach Steve Kor- 
check’s first season. 

Bobby Bowers, runner-up for medalist 
honors in the Conference Golf tourna- 
ment, led the Colonial Golfers to a 7- 
5-1 record. Ken Ferris, a sophomore, 
won an individual title for the Tennis 
team in the conference tournament. 

The Basketball team, despite a losing 
season, placed Lalli on the All-Con- 
ference team and recorded two memora- 
ble wins. Perhaps the most satisfying 
was an 81-75 upset of Georgetown on 
George Washington’s birthday. The 
Colonials also handed Davidson their 
first defeat ever in a regular season 
Southern Conference game in the Char- 
lotte Coliseum. 

The Rifle team in moving up to fourth 
in the conference finished behind na- 
tionally ranked West Virginia and the 
two military schools. 

The Football team in its final season 
reaped most of the individual honors 
with Jim Camp honored as the Southern 
Conference ‘“‘Coach of the Year” and 
seven players named to the All-Con- 
ference team, three on the first team. 

Brad Cashman became the first GW 
player to ever receive the ‘‘Jacobs Block- 
ing Trophy”? and along with Steve 
Molnar and Norman Neverson received 


Honorable Mention All-America 
honors. Kenneth Doyen and Paul Jans- 
sen were awarded ‘‘Linemen of The 
Week” honors while Steve Molnar re- 
ceived the same honor as a back.
